On the other hand, the democratic 
party is in a-very flourishing condition 
and making the widely used green bay 
tree look like a withered joshua palm 
It—the .democratic party—has plenty 
of candidates who are jumping up and 
down and chucking dust into the air. 
Josephus, himself,. might be one of 
these candidates if he thought he had 
a ghost of a chance, and, as a mitter 
of fact, his tom-tomming is for no 
other purpose than to keep the demo- 
cratic party advised of the fact that 
Josey still lives, breathes and has his 
being. 

The candidate situation among the 
democrats is so healthy that numbers 
of gentlemen are sitting up nights cal- 
culating chances and wondering how 
they, can slip a pin in everybody else’s 
boom.
